For one erratic driver can 
involve 20 good drivers in an accident.

Contests in Grain Growing 


It is gratifying but not surprising that 
Sidney Allsop, a farmer of Red Deer, has 
won the world championship for his wheat. 

It is not surprising that an Alberta 
contestant should win this award because 
Alberta soil is the richest and Alberta 
farmers the most skilful in the world. 

But comment seems to be indicated, not 
on the fact that Alberta grain has proved 
its worth, which is something we all 
know, but in regard to the value of these 


agricultural contests. 


The greatest enemy to agricultural pro- 
gress in any part of the world is careless- 
ness and absence of pride in the product. 

That is the essential technical differ- 
ence, of course, between the peasant and 


he skilled farmer. 


The peasant accepts as satisfactory 


anything that grows out of the ground. 
The farmer is satisfied only with the best. 
He is constantly alert to learn new methods 
of cultivation, 
new strains of grain. His tendency is to im- 
prove, to perfect. 

And this difference between the peas- 
ant and the farmer is the difference be- 
tween stagnation and civilization. 

Like everybody else, the farmer is 
kept on his toes by competition.

And this healthy sense of competition 


is kept alive by fairs and exhibitions and 
such contests as that which awarded the 
world’s wheat championship to Mr. Allsop. 

Wholesome and orderly competition of 
this kind has perhaps done as much as any- 


thing else to elevate the standards of agri- 


culture in Western Canada, 


Safeguards of Canadian Justice 


Like almost every other murder case 
in Canada, the conviction registered in 
supreme court against Mike Zacharuik is 
being reviewed by the court of appeal. 

This review has come to be almost com- 


mon procedure in Canada. 


Sometimes, but not frequently, the ap- 
peal court orders a new trial. Such retrials 
are not frequent because Canadian trial 
judges are capable and efficient and sel- 


dom go wrong. 


But if all judicial systems go against 
the convicted person, the circumstances 
of his crime and the details of his trial 
or trials must still go before the federal 


department of justice. 


No man may go to the gallows in Can- 
ada until the department has cautiously 
and exhaustively examined the evidence 
and finds itself to be without doubt of his 


guilt and the fairness of his trial. 

These elaborate safeguards built up 
around Canadian justice should be a source 
of pride to Canadians in their democratic 
system of government. 

They should be a particular source of 


pride as they appear in sharp contrast to 


the brutal vengeance of the state as ex- 
acted summarily in certain countries which 
are constantly held up to us as examples 
of high social enlightenment. 


It appears that those political organ- 


isms whose hearts bleed most copiously 
for the wrongs of the little common man 
treat that common man to an uncommonly 
rough ride when he falls afoul the code. 


And capitalism, harsh, selfish, preda- 


tory capitalism, gives the little man every 
chance in the world when his mistakes 
catch up with him. 

It is a strange contrast.

Communist Russia Determined To Rule Whole World 


Before the break between 
Yugoslavia and the Cominform 
became known to the world three 
long letters were sent to Yugo- 
slay Communists on behalf of 
the Bolshevik Executive Com- 
mittee, These letters were pub- 
lished during the summer in a 
pamphlet printed by Borba, the 
Belgrade newspaper which ex- 
presses the official viewpoint of 
the Tito government. 

Beginning with its issue Oct. 2 
Borba printed four unsigned 
articles dealing with the letters, 
in which it was stated that they 
expressed Stalin's own views, 
that he had personally revised 
them and that “he had confirmed 
them in everything.” They have 
not been published in any other 
language, not even Russian 

What they reveal about Com- 
munist policy and viewpoint is 
in some respects exactly contrary 
to the propaganda line of recent 
years. For instance, Stalin re- 
peatedly has said for publication 
that capitalism and Communism 
can live together in peace. But 
the second of the letters calls “a 
Totten and opportunist theory” 
the idea that there can be “peace- 
ful development of capitalism 
alongside socialism.” 

The letter likewise says that 
“Communist parties can live and 
develop only in warfare 
against the enemies of Commun- 
isin.”

The Communist Party, it says, 
“is the highest political organiza- 
tion and stands over and above 
the Soviets in the Soviet Union 
and the National Councils of 
Yugoslavia.” This is the doctrine 
to which Tito evidently refused 
to bow, but which Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and Poland have accepted so far 
although in Poland there seems 
to have been some argument 
about it for a while. 

In United Nations debates, the 
Russian delegates often have op- 
posed “interference with the in- 
ternal affairs” of those nations 
That was the reason advanced 
for opposition to the Marshall 
Plan. Obviously, what the Com- 
munist high command feared was 


that the satellites might gain 
some measure of independence 
Power

The final admission which the 
letters make is as to the role of 
the Russian armed forces in the 
imposition of Communism on un- 
willing peoples. They assert that 
Soviet arms “created the condi 
tions for the Yugoslav Commun- 
ist Party to come to power’ 


They also say that Communist 
parties in France and Italy failed 
to seize contro! of those govern 


ments because “unfortunately the 
Soviet armies could not give the 
French and Italian Communist 
parties similar assistance.” 

This statement 
bearing on the Russian proposal 
expected any day, that the occu- 
pation forces in Germany be with 
drawn With such a viewpoint 


has obvious 


the Russians would never leave 
unless they were very sure that 
they had left armed forces, large- 


ly German but strictly controlled 
by trusted representatives, suffi- 
cient to keep the Communist high 
command in control. 

The jargon about “people's de- 
mocracies” is now fully exposed 

None of the foregoing is really 
new at all. It has been wholly 
clear to anyone who has followed 
closely the march of Soviet im- 
perialism since Teheran and 
Yalta, 

For more thah three years Bar- 
ron’s in this weekly feature has 
commented on the probable fu- 
ture of business in a world under 
continuous threat of Soviet ag- 
gression. 

The Moscow - Belgrade letters 
leave no room for doubt. They 
will be labeled as fakes by those 
who wish to continue to confuse 
public opinion in the real demo- 
cracies, But their genesis and 
the manner of their publication 
provide sufficient answer to that 
charge. 

Anyone can now separate the 


truth, if any, from the lies in 
Soviet propaganda statements.

Only revolutionary changes in 
governmental regimes outside the 
ring of satellites will satisfy 
Moscow, and last week's Stalin 
interview in effect repeated this 
threat with new emphasis, 

It makes more important than 
ever to the French, the Italians, 
the Austrians, the Germans and 
other nationals on the Continent, 
a military guarantee by the 
United States for the joint de- 
fense scheme now under consid- 
eration in western Europe, 

It weakens further any hope 
that the United States can with- 
draw from tts present rather 
hesitamt course, towards a new 
lendlease agreement for the 
Atlantic nations

Some persons with a properly 
cynical attitude towards Russian 
political moves will seek comfort 
in remembering that Hitler-Stalin

Ultimate control of.the German 
Ruhr, industrial keystone of Con- 
tinental Europe, is providing one 
of the toughest issues to be set- 
tled by Britain, the United States 
and France. 

Twice now the Ruhr, with its 
wealth of iron and coal, has been 
the arsenal of an aggressive 
Reich engaged in world war. The 
Allies have sworn that never 
again shall Germany be able to 
utilize the treasure of the Ruhr 
in this manner, 

However, the Ruhr Is so im- 
portant to the rest of Western 
Europe that its strength must be 
restored, Germans must work the 
coal mines and you can't get full 
production from sullen workers. 
They must have inducement, and 
so Britain and the United States 
have decided that one incentive 
would be eventual operation of 
the industries by the Germans 
themselves—with proper military 
controls, of course 

But France, thrice overrun by 
German armies in seven decades, 
is insisting on international opera- 
tion of the Ruhr. She is <fraid to 
let Germany contro] an asset 
which is a potential war threat 

France's Gen Charles de 
Gaulle says the decision to turn 
the Ruhr mines and mills back 
into German hands is “the grav- 
est decision made so far during 
the 20th century.” He adds 

“England and America flatter 
themselves they can make some- 
thing of the Reich to oppose 
Russia. Perhaps they can. But 
perhaps they can't, Hitler didn't 


have any difficulty in reaching 
an accord with Russia when he 
wanted to dominate Europe.” 

That's a disturbing thought, 
and, knowing France well, 1 
should say the average French- 
man would agree largely with 
De Gaulle. They havent for- 
gotten how Hitler tore up the 
Versailles treaty in 1936 and 
goose-stepped his troops into the 
Rhineland, 

So one can understand France's 
present fears. However, she 
will have to consider the alterna- 
tive to the American-British pro- 
posal: failure to rehabilitate the 
Ruhr quickly may cause a col- 
lapse of the Marshall plan on 
which the economic recovery of 
Western Europe depends

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When the 3,000 words of le 
istic double-talk of the Law So- 
ciety of B.C, were released, a 
ponderous haymaker to the jaw 
of freedom, I thumbed back 
through the files to reread some 
sane and thoughtful words writ- 
ten by Henry Steele Commager, 
professor of history at Columbia 
University 

In writing of “the new loyalty” 
of the United States and of Can- 


ada, which parrots the United 
States, Prof. Commanger com- 
mented, “The new loyalty is, 


above all, conformity, It is the 
uncritical and unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of America as it is. It 
regards as particularly heinous 
any challenge to what is called 
the ‘system of free enterprise’.” 

This sums up what has happen 
ed here in this depressing case, 
in which, as you know, the Law 
Society has turned thumbs down 
on Gordon Martin, a young Air 
Force veteran, forbidding him to 
make his living as a lawyer. 

If Martin had been a drunk or 
dope-addict or beat his mother 
the Benchers could have given 
him the bum's rush in one short, 
sharp sentence. Instead, they took 
those 3,000 words in a ludicrous

The cruellest part of this de- 
cision js that it is aimed against 
the integrity of young men.

keep quiet about the way he 
feels or abandon his plan for a 
career in law.

| Back in 1939 the same home could 
be built by an Edmonton contractor 
for almost half that price, $4,703 to 
be exact 

The inflationary trend in home- 
building costs that set-in with the 
last war is graphically set down in 
figures for a typical, standard bun- 


galow by a large Edmonton con- 
tracting firm, 
Of course the home used as an 


example has a full basement, hard 
wood floors, tiled bathroom, mod- 
ern heating and all the tirmmings 
so to speak. At the same time it is 
representative of the kind of home 


being built for the average small 
family in Edmonton in 1948 
The $4.703 bungalow of 1939 was 


costing Edmontonians $6,310 in 1942 
Because of tightly-held ceilings on 
materials and frozen wage levels 
the increase in the next three years 
of the war was not so sharp, Our 
| type bungalow cost $6,873 in 1945 


BIG JUMP 

The years 1946-47-48 were night-

Necessary hardware and paper 
for the bungalow have also gone 
out of this world, costinb $211 to 
day compared to $101 in 1939. 

Electric wiring and fixtures are 
shockingly high compared to 1939 
with $.21 the bill today against 

124 in 1939. 

Even the linoleum for kitchens 
and bathroom takes on the charac 
ter of fine gold these days. Cost 
for the bungalow under consideras 
tion is $75 against $35 in 1939. 

Paints have jumped from $291 to 
$550. 

The contractor's fee for the 
whole job looks almost modest in 
comparison to many of the mater 
ials, but has virtually doubled. Fee 
in 1939 was $427. Today the aver- 
age fee for the five-room bungalow 
is $810. 

It even costs almost double for 
permission to build. A permit for 
the bungalow in 1939 was $27 and 
$45 in 1948,
